L.A. Controller Ron Galperin this week released a report detailing $28 million in unspent 
public funds allocated for specific purposes but that have remained idle despite the 
City's ongoing fiscal challenges. The report and data can be seen at

special purpose funds created with very specific restrictions based on policy decisions or 
grant requirements. The result has been a fragmentation of City funds making it too easy 
in some instances for the money to be ignored or unspent. In a review of ways the City can 
update and reform its management and use of these funds, the Controller identified 123 
funds totaling $28.2 million that have sat idle for a minimum of four years with some 
funds untouched for more than 10 years. 

"When the City generates and collects taxes, fees, grants and other monies, it is vital 
that Angelenos know the funds are being put to good and timely uses," L.A. Controller Ron 
Galperin said. 

"It is shocking that as we deal with crises on multiple fronts - from homelessness to 
housing - vital public funds we can and should be spending remain idle. Taxpayers deserve 
better and will greatly benefit from a transformation of the City's management and use of 
special funds. That is why I am putting out all of our findings online to showcase as much 
open data as possible. Open data is a tool for democracy and a vital starting point for 
trust in government."
